With this weapon the 
pirates began an attack on various expensive 
foreign books, The, principal object of on- 
slaught was the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” the 
English edition of which costs $9, and the 
American (Scribher’s) $5 a volume, the pirates 
being enub'ed by the new process ‘to sell it at 
about $1.50 a:volume, A swarm of corsairs 
attacked this devoted work and soon the market 
was flooded with cheap copies obtained by 
means of the photograph. But the pirates had 
overlooked something. The “ Encyclopadjia”, 
contained,among other things,many articles and 
maps by distinguished American authors, and 
this trifling circumstance enabled the Messrs, 
Black, conjrintly with thelr American agents, to |
